all about those oirly events now when 1 am
old almest tmakon moe feel young agaln, It's
a good deal like history and 1 could read
many of those stories over a doden tlmes
and not get tired. But | say, my boy, you
never heard about the first stage robbery in
what In cow the proud vnd prisperous stite
of Montana, did you? Well, I'Il1 tell you, but
1 guekn tho loeldent occurred when you was
someihing of a kid and hadn't sntered your
lrllilt'llmrllul brilllancy on newspuper work,
eh?

“Let me see, It was bick o ‘63—over a
tivird of a century ago—that the first stage
holdup took place, and I 1eil you the robbery
cronted a deal of excitement. 1 was a young
man and a miner in thoge days and had ur-
rivod in Virgiola City the year previous, In
'62. ‘That fall the vigilantes were organized
end In my day I saw a pile of the good work
that organip:tion accomplished. Nowadays
wao don't hear mueh about that law and order
crowd—unless somo plefaced pllgrim refers
o ‘em a8 the ‘darly siranglers’—but I tell
you they dld some good work, and of its
living members the state should now be
proud—as the boys brought law anod arder
out of chaos and hell itself.

“Now, about that Arst stdge rohbery. No-
body In those days ever thought seriotaly of
highwaymen. for it was quick judgment tn
deteot or cateh men In crooked work in these

Bveryvbody lked him and he eould
have aulmost unything he wanted b the camp
IMn was a prospector and during his stay In
Virginin rad made two or three strikes and
had Blown the money In.  After a strike he
lavished (avors generously and no matter
how much of the yellow metal he hirrvested
from the sitice boxes it all went and a fTew
months later Dan was broke and dependent
on friends for another grubsiake. He was
industrious though, and after hia jolliflea-
tlopa returned to work hopeful of the future,

“AUMMER DAN'S" GHEAT STRIKE.

“It was after a rich strike in the fall of
1862 that, In the following epring, Dan found
himselt! broke and thrown on the chilly mer-
eles of a frigid world. BT Manning took
him In tow and soon Dan was progpecting
ugaln with n good grubstake. A few weoks
rolled around, when one morning the camp
waa electrified with the announcement that
‘Bummer Dan’ had made the strlke of his
life—and the announcement was true, as Dan
reached town the pext doy sod confirmed
the news. He had struck rich pay dirt and
wns henled for 1ife.  Salt Lake woas the goal
for which he was leaded. Ie wnsg pald for
the clalm In gold dust and after welghing
out $2.500, which he gave to Manning, Dan
quit the ecomp and went to what was then
called Dempsoy's ranch, loeated a few miles
out of Virginia City.
